The proposed Church Annual Budget for the year 1988 was read 
by Pastor Jim and approved by the Congregation by voice vote 
with no discussion. 


GENERAL BUSINESS 


CHURCH BUILDING 


Some discussion about the proposed Church Building Program in- 
cluded the following points. 


A wind-break shelter would be built around the main entrance. 


There will be a wall to separate the sanctuary from the back 
rooms as to Satisfy fire code. 


The cost of building will probably be $125,000 - $130,000 when 
completed. It is expected that $25,000 - $30,000 may be provid- 
ed by the Congregation so that only about $100,000 will need to 
be borrowed. 


Pastor Jim and Marie Caister are considering buying their own 
home and so the parsonage could be sold. The Church might real- 
ize about $10,000 - $12,000 from the sale of the Parsonage. 


We will have about $12,000 in Building Fund by end of January. 
We currently average $500 per month in Building Fund contribu- 
tions. 


The Church will seek a building loan from a local lending institu- 
tion or from the Alliance Development Fund, each with current 
mortgage loan rates of about 10% per annum. 


Those of the Congregation so willing will provide the labor to 
build the new Church Building. Marie’s father Jess Wingard will 
provide the supervision; He is a retired carpenter. 


ADDITIONAL CONGREGATIONAL MEETING 


There will be an additional Congregational meeting on 21-Feb-88 
to make the final decision. The agenda for this meeting will be: 


1. Vote to determine whether or not to build this year. 

2. Vote to give the Governing Board authorization to borrow 
the money necessary to cover the cost of the Building. 

3. Determination on how to finance the cost of the Building.

Pastor's Report - 1989 


"What then shall we say in response to this? If God is for us, who can — 
be against us? He who did not spare his own Son, but gave him up for us all- 
how will he not also, along with him, graciously give us all things?''(Romans 
2 fie a 8 


As we assemble in our own building for the third Annual Meeting of the 
Auburn Alliance Church family, I, like Paul, say, "What then shall we say in 
response to this?" It has all been said in the last three months. Indeed, 
God has graciously given us all things. 


Church growth experts tell us that churches grow in stages. We have just 
finished our first stage which has taken almost six years. Obviously this 
phase has been extremely important. Many extension churches do not survive 

' this period. We have, but survival is not our goal. Growth is our goal. 
Growth will not come automatically but must be worked towards. We need to 
commit our energy to the next stage which is continued spiritual growth and 
more numerical growth. 


Let us reflect upon the past year and thank God for his provision and 
goodness. The Alliance is foremost a missionary organization. Our missiona- 
ries cannot remain on the field without the support of each local church. You 
people have been faithful. Our missionary giving this past year was over $7,600 
even during a time of building fund emphasis. God has blessed us in the latter 
area because we were faithful in the former area. Our Missionary Conference was 
a church highlight as we became acquainted with Mary Owen Byrne and Rev. Robert 
Long. We continue as a church family to pray for them. 


It goes without saying that the church building has occupied much of my 
time this past year. I enjoyed every minute of it but am also glad to have it 
done. Again, I thank all of you who gave many hours of your time to help with 
the building. We have a personal sense of ownership that many churches do not 
have. Also, we were able to save a great deal of money thanks to you people 
and also my father-in-law, Jess Wingard. The church cost us less than $125,000 
and we have $80,000 in indebtedness. This means that in five years this church 
has raised $85,000 towards land and the building. That is astounding for a 
church of our size. We need to continue to try and pay off this indebtedness 
so that we do not end up paying a lot of interest. 


Marie and I have purchased our own home near the church which we are enjoy- 
ing. Again, the Lord was directing in all those things since we and the Rode- 
baughs exchanged houses. Unfortunately, some bureaucratic and legal entangle- 
ments have delayed the final closing on the parsonage. Hopefully that will be 
resolved soon and the church can get its equity out of the house. 


We rejoice in the five new members taken into the church fellowship on 
December 11, 1988. Al and Rebecca Hembd dropped their membership, so our cur- 
rent membership stands at 36. We are grateful to all those who attend but are 
not actual members.

I continue to serve as the Chaplain at DeKalb Memorial Hospital. It is 
a rewarding ministry and will some day bear fruit for the Kingdom of God.

The Auburn Alliance Church has six Sunday school classes. Max Brand 

is the teacher for the preschool class. These children are 3 years old 
by September to kindergarten age. This past year they have studied 
creation, a little about Moses, the gifts of God, Jesus being born and 
are now studying Jesus the man. 


Our new class this year started in December and is being taught by Liz 
Carper. This class includes kindergarten and first grade students. 
They are studying, ''How to Listen to God." 


Grace Woodruff is the teacher for second through fourth grades. They 
have been studying Old Testament characters, learning to trust in God, 
follow His pathways and trusting Him to guide them, the Birth of Jesus 
and are now studying the life of Jesus, how he helped others. 


Tony Woodruff is teaching the junior high class. They have been study- 
ing Israel's past, an overview of the Old Testament and are now studying 
knowing Jesus as Son of God--understanding Jesus as Savior and Lord, 
Christ s humanity.

GENERAL BUSINE 


DISPOSITION OF GREEN HOUSE 

There was some general discussion concerning what was to be 
done with the Green House located on the Church property. A mo- 
tion was made to raze the Green House within six months. This 
motion was tabled until a future Congregational meeting; the 
Trustees were asked to examine the options and make report to 
the Congregation at said future meeting with aD associated 
costs, necessary permits, etc, of each option.

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MINUTES OF SPECIAL 
CONGREGATIONAL MEETING 
AUBURN ALLIANCE CHURCH 

April 8, 1990 


OPENING 


The meeting was called to order by Pastor Jim Caister with 20 
of 37 members present. 


GENERAL BUSINESS 


DISPOSITION OF GREEN HOUSE 
A motion was made and approved to take off the table the motion 
made at the prior Congregational meeting to tear down the Green 
House within six months. 


The Trustees Chairman Kevin Webb reported on the condition of 
the Green House and the costs involved in repair and the costs of 
razing the house: 

o The Green House is liveable but would need repairs in a short 
time and is not really worth fixing up. The house has only a 
small space heater and is on septic system and well; it 
would have to be tied into the city sewage and water sys- 
tem. House is currently being rented for $125/month. 

o Tearing down the house would be.no problem but would re- 
quire a $25 permit and a $100 bond, the bond refundable upon 
completion. The asphalt shingles could be buried right on 
the property. 

o The recommendation of the Trustees was to raze the Green 
House.

A question was raised about the ethics of a non-profit corpor- 
ation renting a house. Pastor Jim stated that the cost of 
depreciation of the house offsets the gain from the rent. 


It was stated that the Church is currently not paying Real Estate 
taxes on the property but might be required to if the house 
continued to be rented. 


It was also stated that the property would look better if the 
Green House were razed. 


The question of ethics was raised again. 


VOTE ON DISPOSITION OF GREEN HOUSE 
A vote by ballot was finally taken on the question: “Do you want 
to tear down the Green House?” The vote was 17 Yea and 2 Nay. 


STORAGE SHED/PAVILLION/SOUND SYSTEM 
The need of a Storage Shed was voiced with some discussion fol- 
lowing: 
o A free standing storage shed 10’x16’ would cost about $600. 
0 A pavillion 24’x40’ with one corner for storage would cost 
about $2,000. 


The need for a Sound System was also voiced. 


This topics were raised for discussion only and some suggestions 
were made to cover their expense: 
o Take up a special offering. 
o Have a special receptacle for receipt of offerings toward 
these projects like we did to raise money for the well. 
o Maybe take one up as a special Alliance Men’s project. 


CLOSING

What an exciting year the Lord has brought Auburn Alliance Church through, Indeed our faith 
and love continues to grow. Because of that growth, we have experienced great numeral growth as 
well, It is marvelous to have new people present every week al our services, 


It is obvicus that the single mast visible thing that tas happened Lo the church is the new 
addition to the sanctuary/fellowship hall and the addition of new classroom space. Again, we want to 
thank all those who gave of their time to help keep the cost of the new building at a minimum, The 
actual cost of the addition was around $80,000. Our indebtedness has increased by $30,000, but 
considering our balances from this year compared to last year, we are only $10,000 “more in debt". 
The bottom line is that you have given $60,000 this past year toward the addition, Thank you for your 
faithfulness. 


Two projects that still remain are the landscaping around the new addition and the adding of 
more parking fot to the north of the existing parking fot. 


The most exciting thing about the building program was the fact that our missions giving also 
increased during the past year, Often times missions giving goes down during a building program. 
Praise God for your faithfulness to missions. 1989 was our first $10,000 year for missions, 1990 
was a $15,000 year, This past year was our first $20,000 year for missions giving. Our giving to 
the Great Cormmission Fund (Alliance missions) was almost $14,000 and our giving to support Doug 
Caister in the Philippines was $7,000, For me, all this is exciting because it means we still have our 
priorities in the right place. Thank you for your faithfulness. 


We had a very good Missionary Conference in the Spring with Jeff and Jo Kiet from Brazil. 
They were @ vibrant young couple and have just recently returned to the field for a second term. 


Vacation Bible School was a great blessing this past August. Laura Crocker did an excellent job 
of leading this. We anticipate that VBS will continue to be a growing program of our church. We must 
continue to reach out to the children, 


Some other statistics from the last year are that our average Sunday morning attendance 
increased from 73 to 106. | am also very encouraged by our Sunday evening attendance. There were 
24 new members received into the church. Praise the Lord for 10 baptisms, Also, two children were 
dedicated to the Lord this past year.

We warit Lo specifically thank some people for their often unnaticed work during the past year. 
Clay Crocker does a great deal of work on his computer for the church, Hubert Steininger has saved us 
many dollars by doing our printing and copying, My wife is also my secretary and has done much typing 
for the church.

| have maintained my ministry as Hospital Chaplain this past year. It is an enjoyable ministry 
for me and fias contributed to the growth of the church, But in light of the growth of the church, the 
time given to the chaplaincy may need to be evaluated, 


It has been a great year for the church. Obviously, the church addition took up much of our 
energy and time, but that is past and we must go forward. What lies ahead? 


We need to work this coming year on getting peaple assimilated inte the church family. As the 
church grows, it becomes more difficult to maintain the small church, caring and sharing that is 
attracting people to our church. But it can be done. It will mean the involvement of more people ;in 
doing the work of ministry, 


Our discipleship programs need to be enlarged. Our fellowship groups need to he more 


effective. Our outreach to the unsaved needs to be evaluated. We are going to have to consider how we - 


can become mare effective in all these areas. These are exciting ‘problems” to be facing. 


This promises to be a challenging year for our church family as we grow together. But like 
Paul, | can boast about you to all the other churches! 


In closing, Marie and | want to thank you all for your love and caring for us. We are especially 
grateful for your sending us to the Philippines. It gave us new insight into many things, but primarily, 
the great need around the world to know Jesus Christ, Let us work together until Jesus comes.

The Christian Education Committee consisted of Laura Crocker, 
Chairman, John Anderson, Deb Anderson, Liz Carper, Clay Crocker 
Warren Sunday, Darlene Trumbull 


The Auburn Alliance Sunday School now has nursery, six children's 
classes(ages 3-teen) and three adult classes. 


Robin Strine has been in charge of the church nursery (ages 1 day 
to 3 years) this past year. The nursery policy has been revised 
this year and workers are always needed. 


Ruth Matthews begins the Sunday School morning with music with the 
children. They have presented a few songs before the 
congregation. 


Beginners Class- Warren Sunday has the beginners class (ages 3-5 
years) They have been studying People Jesus loved, People who 
loved Jesus, God's loving care, and going to and thanking God for 
His house. 


Primary class —- Liz Carper has the Primary class (Kindergarten and 
first grade) This past year they have been learning What God 
Made, God's Word, Thanking God for His gifts, and How Do We 
Worship. 


Middler class— This class has gone through some changes. Darlene 
Trumbull substituted for Alberta the first quarter. Then Alberta 
Ely resumed the class with grades second through fifth. The 
curriculum for that class has been in the books of Acts, Exodus, 
Daniel, Genesis, etc. They have been studying honoring God by 
obeying and actions, trusting and praying, honoring and living for 
God, great leaders, and Jesus is Lord.

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Pastor's Report for 1992 
January 31, 1993 


Dear Auburn Alliance Family: 


A significant year has passed in the history of the church. In March of 
1992 Pastor Jim Caister and his wife Marie announced their departure from 
the ministry here to follow the Lord's leading. They sensed God's 
direction in accepting the position as District Extension Director at the 
District Headquarters in Bloomingdale, Illinois. The church here was 
sorrowful at their leaving, but joyful in offering God's call in their 
lives. How can one summarize Jim and Marie's nearly nine years of devoted 
service in so brief a.space? They can be likened to the dedicated saints 
described in the book of Revelation. They had "patient endurance...obeyed 
God's commandments and remained faithful to Jesus" and "their deeds will 
follow them" (Rev. 14:12-13).

We started the year off with finishing the outside of the church 
addition. We had new sidewalk poured from the old portion to 
where the future parking lot entrance will be and spread several 
loads of #73 limestone in the parking area. Then (with the help

These are the words that came 
from my heart as | have reflected on the year 1993. With the passing of the 
year | can see the Lord at work in our midst. A whole lot of my involvements 
and activities are presented to you below, so | will not go into detail at this 
point, except to say that | believe 1993 was a great year for our church and 
for me personally. The year opened with our family just in (and | mean just!) 
our new house. So getting settled was a year long activity. By the closing 
of the year, our house had become our home. Janet, Katie and | are so 
appreciative of our community and church family. We feel loved and we 
love you. On the "ministry" front a lot of "settling in" and "getting 
acquainted" occurred as well. As you will see below, the year was a busy 
one. | really feel my involvements in the community as Pastor were blessed 
because this church's reputation has preceded me. | believe strongly in 
“connecting” not only with our local community, but with our excellent 
denomination as well. The year brought deepened relationships on that 
front. For our fellowship, it was quite a year too! What a celebration it was 
in May when we had our 10 Year Anniversary! To have Rev. Jim & Marie 
Caister back and to host our District Superintendent, Rev. Jerry Mapstone 
was a treat. Other special times can be noted below. The church office 
went through some transitions with four consecutive secretaries throughout 
the year. A special thanks to each one is in order: Carolyn Kruse, Kay 
Hilke, Lori Openlander and Carol McNall (current one). Nita Webb is to be 
commended for her tremendous work in "filling the gaps" during those 
transitions. As you will see from the financial report, our giving continues to 
be strong. This mark of maturity is reflected in our Missions giving. Also, 
our debt reduction has picked up speed (35.5% of Loan 1! was paid off - 
totalling 82.2%; 10% more of Loan 3 was paid off - totalling 23.4%); we 
also did major work on the parking lot (near $6,000), bought chairs & tables 
(over $3,000), purchased a high quality tape duplicating machine for our 
tape ministry (nearly $1,400), upgraded some software for our computer 
($650), etc. Our attendance is strong, averaging 125 each Sunday for the 
year, and we hada whole lot of visitors welcomed through our doors. 


God is using Auburn Alliance to make an impact for His Kingdom. Let's 
continue to pray and yield ourselves unto Him so that He can have His way 
in 1994. It was a good year in 1993, but the best is yet to come!

1993 was the second year for Auburn Alliances' AYF or T.H.A.T. 
(Teens Having a Testimony) Group. This past year has been a year 
in which foundations have been laid for T.H.A.T..

‘The highlight of the year was our Annual Missions Conference, held Wednesday March 17 - Sunday 
March 21. The theme was "We Stand Together". underscoring our role as a local church as a vital link 
in the spread of the Gospel. We were blessed by Rev. Ken Riggenbach, who was completing his 
final term as a CMA missionary before retirement. What inspiring messages he shared with us about 
his long ministry in Indonesia. Rev. Don Kramer, who completed his first term in Taiwan was our 
second missionary. It was good to have Dan here ia share with us about the challenges of ministry 
with the Chinese Republic. 


We attempted to keep Missions before our congregation in several ways. The first Sunday night of 
each month we viewed a couple segments from the excellent resource "The Alliance Video 
Magazine". This gave a first-hand glimpse into what God is doing around the world. The church also 
carried a bulk subscription of a dazen Alliance Life Magazines so that our people could pick up free 
copies each issue and read about the exciting developments of Alliance missions. At Prayer Meeting 
each Wednesday night, missions was highlighted in 1993 with the distribution of Missionary Letters 
from around the world. The church office worked on updating our reception of these letters, 
especially from the missionaries who have ministered here at Auburn Alliance. The Letters that we 
did receive were xeroxed, handed out and prayed through. Finally, the Missions Board at the back of 
the church was used to keep our peaple informed as to current happenings in missions. in addition to 
posting boxes for stamps and labels for mission funds. 


The 1993 Missions Committee was made up of Melissa Hunter, Jenney Grobis, Larry and Lillian 
Kinsey, Peggy Rupert and Fred Smith. We met 7 times in 1993, with more meetings planned for 1994 
since our term runs from Missions Conference to Missions Conference. Some of the developments in 
the committee were the reading and studying of the book Catch the Vision. This inspiring book stirred 
our vision for missions. We are also in an exciting process of "adapting" and unreached people 
group. We are working with the CMA's "Within Our Reach" program. More details will be forthcoming 
about this effort. Currently, the committee is busy planning the 1994 Missions Conference to be held 
on March 9-13. 


Looking back on 1993 we are thrilled to be a part of the Alliance's outreach into the Republic of 
Russia. A great harvest awaits us there. Our continued prayers are needed for this ministry. Our 
church gave generously for the General Council offering for the Russia ministry in May. President 
Rambo later reported that that offering by the combined US CMA churches was the largest ever in 
Alliance history at $1.2 million! Auburn Alliance responded generously again to missions at the end of 
the year for the CMA Great Commission Fund offering. We gave nearly $3,000, which contributed to a 
total month's giving ta the Fund of $4.3 million! All we can say is "Praise the Lord"! And thank you for 


your giving and praying.

We also purchased a new snow blower and poured new concrete for Handicap and Visitor 
parking. 


Our bigest repair was the parking lot stone. We had areas of dirt bubble up through 
the stone with all the freeze/thaw last spring. When the contractor dug up the bad 
spots, we discovered that there is a 3’ to 6° layer of top dirt under the original 
stone lot, which is not a desirable sub-base. We replaced what we could afford and 


there will likely be some areas that will need replaced in the future. 


We replaced a lot of light bulbs and did some minor repairs to the building. We 
cleaned the carpets and had a major cleaning done in the late fall. 


There was help from the church youth with the mowing of the lawn. We needed to have 
some major repairs to the lawn mower. (The 3-4 hours of mowing each time are showing 
a good amount of wear on the mower.) Also outside, we have done weed cuting and 
killing, watering of trees, and general outside matainence. 


In the coming year, I see a need for more stone work to the existing parking lot and 
the expansion of the parking lot. We have a couple of areas that we need to do some 
drainage work to and some areas that need re-seeded,. 


With the possible retirement of one of the church’s building loans this year, we 
might begin to think about discussing plans for "Phase III.” 


I would like to thank all the Trustees for their help and participation in the last 
year and I am looking forward to this coming year. 


In closing, I wish to quote IJohn 5:14 "Jhrs rs the confidence we have In approaching 
God: That if we ask anything according to his will, he hears us.”

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Pastor’s Report for 1994 


This is what the Lord says: ‘In the time of my favor | will answer you, and in the day of salvation i 
will help you; | will keep you and will make you to be a covenant for the people, to restore the 
land and to reassign its desolate inheritances, to say to the captives, ‘Come out,’ and to those in 


darkness, ‘Be Free!” 
(Isaiah 49:8-9) 


As | have reviewed the year 1994 and all that has happened here at Auburn Alliance, | scarcely 
know where to begin! The Lord has done so many wonderful things in our midst!!: The year has 
brought us a pack load of “firsts”. The men started a Tuesday morning prayer time in January; 
the men also took our first retreat down to southern IN in July; the youth group also had their first 
retreat over the summer; we commissioned a new committee for Community Impact in ‘94; a new 
Wednesday night children’s program, Sonlight Bible club was started in October; also in October 
we emphasized worship with a new program called “Worship Celebration” for four Sundays. 


In addition, there were many improvements to our fellowship. Such as: a new (used) organ 
inaugurated on Easter Sunday; a new and expanded platform for the front of the sanctuary; new 
playground equipment on the west side of the building for the children to use when outside; a 
new “Back Rack” built for the display and dissemination of material at the back of the sanctuary. 


All of the above was complemented by a continuing effective ministry through the church. There 
were at least six people | am aware of that rededicated their lives to Christ and three individuals 
who met Christ because of Auburn Alliance in 1994. We took in nine new member to the church. 
The health of our church can also be measured by our continued strong stewardship. Our giving 
to Church Planting (Extension Fund) was more than doubled from 1993 to nearly $4,000.00! Our 
offerings to the Great Commission Fund again topped $20,000.00! Our reduction of the debt 
totaled nearly $15,000.00!

Our church is gaining wide community influence through this 
event. The Alliance Men’s ministry is going ahead full steam. As mentioned, we inaugurated a 
weekly prayer time and conducted our own retreat, as well attending the District Men’s Retreat. 
Clay Crocker handed the reigns over to Dave McNail during the year. Clay has served with 
distinction for so many years. Both he and Laura are to be commended for their committed 
service to the church and to Christ. They are missed as a part of our fellowship, but we pray 
God's best for them in their new residence in Indianapolis. Some great things are in store for our 
Alliance Men in 1995! Another highlight has to be our ‘94 Deeper Life Conference with Pastor 
Lee Wheatley in September. The Lord used him in many ways during those days to share with 
us on how to hear God’s voice. October featured our participation in a new program from Chapel 
of the Air called “Worship Celebration”. Each Sunday of the month was a blessing as special 
services emphasizing worship were held. On the same line, mention must be made of the 
Worship Committee. The dedicated folks that make up this committee work behind the scenes to 
plan and prepare for the Lord’s Day throughout the year. Also, | am especially grateful for the 
chairman of that committee, Carol Jewel. She not only leads the committee expertly, but since 
June has taken time every week to meet with me to work on music and worship. So much more 
should be said concerning many other areas of ministry and dedicated servants of God here at 
Auburn Alliance.

We have spent another year in service to the Lord by doing repairs, maintenance, and 
new projects for the church properties. Our normal routine includes locking up after all 
services, removing trash from building, and helping to set-up and clean-up for church 
activities. General maintenance responsibilities include minor repairs, outside lawn and 
parking lot upkeep, oversee mowing, spray weeds, etc. and maintain equipment. 


The past year brought some new items to the church. New bulletin boards, a new 
vacuum sweeper, a rack in the back of the sanctuary, and a table to elevate the mail 
boxes to one level are all new additions. A request by Sara Baird resulted in new 
playground equipment for the children to play on after services and during other 
activities. (This is much safer then the children playing in the parking lot!) 


We were forced to install a new colvert in the driveway to the garage. The old clay tile 
had broken down leaving big gaping holes in the drive. Shortly afterward. a semi-truck 
tried to use this drive as a turn-a-round at 3:00 AM and ended up being towed out of the 
yard having sunk too deep to drive any further. The church was sent a check by the truck 
owner for repairs and we obtained Board approval to apply the money toward 
constructing a stone driveway ("Ray Way") to connect the drive to the parking lot. At the 
same time, we added on to the parking lot so we now can park two double rows of cars. 


[ think one of our most rewarding accomplishments was the 39' x 8’ 10" tall "permanent" 
platform and four 5" tall moveable platforms built in December. This project was 
suggested, planned, constructed, and finished within 3 weeks time span so that it may be 
in place for the children's Christmas program. I would like to thank all the people that 
worked on this beautiful addition to our sanctuary. 


Some of our plans for the coming year include: Replacing the sign that blew down, 
possibly fencing in the playground area, and fill some low areas of the lawn and reseed. 
We are always open for input concerning needs of the church property. We thank you all 
for the support we receive . . . physical and spiritual.

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Pastor's Report for 1995 


At the beginning of the year, | sensed that 1995 was going to be a pivotal year 
for Auburn Alliance Church. And indeed it has been. Some momentous things 
have happened to our church to bring us forward in the following of God's Will. 
You can read about a lot of it in the second half of my report entitled "Pastor's 
Statistical Report". We had some tremendous services where God's Spirit was 
moving in powerful ways. In many ways it would be appropriate describe every 
event, rather than just list them. But, alas, there is not enough room to contain it 
all. This report will complement the one to follow by highlighting some 
significant items. 


This was a year of new things for Auburn Alliance: a new church sign was 
erected; new crosses were put on the peaks of the building; a new flagpole and 
flags flutter above our yard; new additional shrubbery planted around the 
building; "new" used upgraded copier for the church office; | purchased a new 
personal computer (which is used just about every single day I'm in the office): 
the church reaches out to new residents of our community by sending them a 
letter from a purchased mailing list; our church also doubled the number of 
homes receiving our outreach paper "Personally Yours" to 2,000; we 
redeveloped our Welcome Packet for visitors after several years of disuse; we 
moved our Worship Service (along with Sunday School) to a new time, from 
10:15 to 10:00 am; we started a new worship team practice that will work on 
enhancing our worship services; the church approved, after much work, a new 
and progressive policy on Child Abuse Protection, to be implemented in 1996; 
our church experienced a first when we hosted the annual Midwest District and 
Prayer Conference (it was a smashing success!); our church launched two 
significant new programs in 1995: Small Group Ministry or Home Fellowships in 
June, now meeting in Auburn and Hamilton; and Kid's Choir in October, reaching 
a lot of our children on Sunday Night. 


But of all the "new" things that happened, | believe the most notable was the 
launching of Vision '98. When the Elders and | went on retreat and waited on 
the Lord, we sensed that we had heard from God & that we were stepping out in 
faith to follow His lead. Throughout the whole process we worked with 
congregational and Governing Board input. In October, the church adopted the 
"Vision" as our Faith Goals for our future. Specifically, we are trusting God & 
praying for:

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*To build a 400 seat Sanctuary in 1998 

*To utilize for ministry all the land God has given us 

*To increase our Missions giving by 10% each year 

*To-add a part-time Director of Christian Education in 1996 

*To expand the small group ministry to the entire church in five years 
*To start a daughter church by 2001 

*To have one person, per month, come to faith in Christ 

*To commission on person, per year, to missionary service 

*To double the size of our church in three years

The Board of Trustees primary responsibility is care and upkeep of the church property. 
Fhis-includes maintenance and repairs to the building and maintaining the yard and 
parking lot. 


Among our accomplishments for the past year would be the building of a identification 
sign in the front of the church and placing a 25' flag pole at the previous sign location. 
Yard repair was needed after the construction of the new sign and lighting was installed 
to illuminate the sign. Wood crosses were placed at the peaks of the building exterior. A 
reel mower attachment and used push mower were purchased to aid in the exterior 
maintenance. Recently, 24-new landscaping bushes were placed around the "second 
phase" wing of the church building. 


Regular maintenance was taken care of on the inside of the building. Purchases were 
made to accommodate various needs. New items included two (2) round tables for 
Sunday School class rooms, a cart for folding chairs, and a cart for tables. Also, the _

Eleventh Annual Congregational Meeting 
1996 


January 26, 1997 


Meeting called to order at 1:30pm following a carry-in dinner. 
Pastor James Welch called the meeting to order with prayer. A meeting 
agenda including reports were provided to those present. A "sign in" 
sheet was passed for members present and a list of these names is 
attached (See Appendix A). Forty six members were accounted for. See 
Appendix B for current list of active members of A.A.C. 


The minutes for the 1995 Congregational meeting were read. With 
no further discussion offered a motion was made to accept the minutes 
as presented. The motion was seconded and Passed. 


The following reports were reviewed or presented: 


Pastor Jim reported to the congregation that the church's only 
outstanding loan (28,000 dollars) will be "called" for sometime this year 
by the lender. By previous agreement between the church and the 
lender, there will be a six month period of time for the church to pay 
this loan after it has officially been "called" for. Options for paying 
this loan will be discussed at the next board meeting. 

The board has recommended by-law changes to reflect the new 
employment status of C.E. Director position. The Changes presented are 
as follows and are in bold italics print: 


Article VI, Section 7 


The Chairperson of the Christian Education Committee shall be elected at 
the Church Annual Meeting for a term of one year. The Christian 
Education Committee is to be appointed by the Governing Board in 
consultation with the committee chairperson. In the event of the 

employment of a Director for Christian Education as staff, the above 
yearly election is waived. 


Article VII, Section 1 
Electi iT € Offi 


No officer, with the exception of the pastor and additional ministry staff, 
shall succeed him/herself for more than four (4) years, unless this 
provision is waived in a specific case by a two-thirds vote of the 
Governing Board. Re-election is permissible after a one (1) year 

absence from the office.

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Pastor Jim re-emphasized our commitment to supporting missions. 
A total of $31,867 was given to missions this year, approximately 17.7% of 
total income for the year. The total giving to missions for 1996 was up 
12.7% above last years giving. PTL! 


Larry Cash our new Christian Education Director, presented the 
report. He emphasized the need for more "PALs” to be involved in the 
Pioneer Club. The Special Needs Sub-Committee was also discussed and 
will continue to develop in the near future. The development of a 
"Unequally Yoked Spouses Support Group” is being looked into by 
Louise Bobay and has great potential for outreach in the church and 
community. 

Junior Church report

John Anderson gave the report. He reported on the excellent 
growth in the youth group. He feels that there will be a need for 
splitting the youth group as it continues to grow. The proposed 
division would be between (6th - 8th) and (9th - 12th) grades.

The committee director will be 
aware of their budget limits and come to the board for additional 
requests above the budget.

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Pastor's Report for 1996 


1996 has been a year in which we have seen God's gracious hand in our midst, praise His 
Name! Vision ‘98, "launched" the previous year, is closer to fulfillment. 1996 saw several 
significant steps meeting not only our current needs, but building for our future as a church. 
One of those steps was the hiring of Larry Cash as our Director of Christian Education. 
This was a "first" for our church. It was an exciting time as the Search Committee sensed 
God's direction and leading through the whole process in selecting candidates, interviewing 
each one and hiring the final one. They did a lot of work to bring Larry and his family 
here. As Larry has been here a half year now, | can say with total veracity that he has 
contributed greatly to the effective work of the ministry here at Auburn Alliance Church. 
Others have recognized Larry's quality as he has now been promoted in his other part- 
time work to Assistant Manager at Owens Supermarket. Recently, he expressed to our 
Governing Board that he could easily work full-time here at the church. There is a need 
for that much work to be done. Even at part-time, | am appreciative for what is being 
done. It is one of those situations where you ask: "how did | do it before without him!?" 


Another important step in our growing future was the progress toward our new 
Sanctuary. The old jokes about the tediousness of committees never rang true about our 
Building Committee. Our meetings came together with such harmony and excitement as 
we discussed the new building, talked with the architects and visited other churches to 
compare notes. | believe this committee recommended to.the Governing Board, and then 
to the congregation, one of the best architect firms out there for churches. The initial 
drawings for the expansion confirm that. One has only to look at the preliminary 
drawings and watercolor picture to see. Much thanks to Hubert Steininger too for making 
from scratch a tremendous model of our church and property. He is currently finishing the 
"updated" sanctuary model. We have received over $50,000 toward the new 
Sanctuary already. 1997 will see us focusing more on raising the funds, now that the plans 


are being set in place. 


Our church has invested a lot in reaching out in 1996. We increased our community 
newspaper “Personally Yours” to reach 4,000 homes in Auburn, four times a year. This 
paper has shown that it touches lives by the contacts we ve made. Another investment 
was the church's sending Vern Neff and me to Ohio to be certified to implement 
Evangelism Explosion (EE) here in Auburn. EE will put our reaching out into high gear, 
which is where it should be as people are moving in to the Auburn area in a record 
number. Another first was our week of outreach at the Fall Fair. We made over 300 


contacts and were immensely blessed!

Praise God, while in the midst of all the other "expenses" of ministry and building, our 
church gave over $31,000 to missions! The Missions Committee established the 
"Worldwide Witness Fund" in which money was raised to send someone from our 
congregation to the mission field. Nearly $7,000 was given toward sending John & Deb 
Anderson to Taiwan. Our Great Commission Fund giving was over $22,000. | praise 
the Lord for our church’s missions giving in 1996! May we never neglect our primary 
calling to reach out to the lost, here and overseas! 


Other happenings that were significant in 1996 were another great year of Vacation Bible 
School. Thanks to Brenda Freese, this area of our ministry is the most consistent its been in 
a long time. With the building of those apartments next door, the potential for reaching 
out to children will dramatically increase. Kathy Cash has been such a blessing to 
complement Larry. She is directing the Pioneer Clubs midweek and the Lord is favoring 
that ministry too. My wife Janet has done another great job in leading the Kids Choir for 
the second year. She has many leaders assisting her too. The Sunday School ministry 
under Sharon Hannes did another year of excellent teaching and caring. Folks, we HAVE 
a great ministry to children here at Auburn Alliance Church! 


For our physical plant, we expanded our parking lot, put in a volleyball court for the teens 
and others, fenced in the children’s playground and among a host of other purchases, we 
bought a high quality Video projector.

Although my knowledge of this year begins in June, I am confident that we can call 1996 a 
successful year for Christian Education at Auburn Alliance Church. The beginning of that confidence is 
the fact that this church cares enough about C.E. to hire a part-time C_E. director. Clearly, however, the 
strength the Lord has put into this department is through the volunteers who staff it. 

VBS - Brenda Freese found many volunteers to staff a successful week, the fruit of much 
planning and prayer. Although I wasn't present to witness it, | hear a remarkable eagle was the star 
attraction! 

Sunday Night Kids' Club This summer Edith Woolever creatively filled the gap for kids Sunday 
Night by bringing adults with different areas of expertise. Both the adults and the children enjoyed this 
chance to get to know one another and Jearn something different. 

Youth - I am constantly impressed by the amount of love and work John and his crew put into 
the youth ministry. The fact that youth arrange their job schedules around youth group meetings and 
invite their friends to come along shows a strong program. 

Sunday School - Sharon Hannes' skills and caring have led a strong children's Sunday School 
program. The change in curriculum for many of the classes has had a positive effect on staff and students. 

Kids' Choir - Janet and her team took on the daunting task of inventing a program to fit their 
kids' needs. The program not only includes rehearsals and concerts, but Bible lessons, daily devotions 
(written by volunteers), and Bible memory work. 

Junior Church - In spite of some staffing gaps, Junior Church has been a consistent ministry for 
several months now, a ministry to parents as well as to the children who attend. 

Nursery - Also a ministry to parents as well as children, the nursery provides a loving 
environment for small children, thanks to the efforts of Jenney Grobis 

Pioneer Clubs - This program was initiated in October and, thanks to a capable staff, has proven 
to be both fun and educational to the club members. Children who do not attend with their families on 
Sunday have been returning again & again on Wednesday, giving us hope that seeds are being planted 
and nurtured that will bear fruit in the future. 

Pals - the mentoring program of the Pioneer Clubs had a rocky start due to lack of volunteers and 
scheduling conflicts, but plans have been made to expand this potentially life-changing program to the 
other C.E. programs of the church, particularly Sunday School and Kids' Choir. The help of the youth has 
also been initiated and appreciated. 

The Christian Education Department is beginning to face the challenge of students with special 
needs by enlisting knowledgeable people to serve on a Special Needs Sub-Committee, recently approved 
by our church board. This subcommittee will anticipate and address needs with appropriate tools and 
procedures. 

The C.E. committee has also worked to unify our discipline procedure, initiated by Janet Welch 
and the Kids’ Choir. So far, it is successfully used in Pioneer Clubs, Junior Church, and Sunday School as 
well. 

What this report cannot tell is the intangible fruit of the praying, planning, organizing and 
teaching of our outstanding staff. We do know that we are planting seeds toward salvation in the hearts of 
children and that many are being discipled to know how to cultivate a relationship with Jesus Christ and 
the Body of Believers. The committee has also enthusiastically responded to ideas on how to bring the 
Good News to children who are not attending church.

KIDS CHOIR REPORT 


The kids choir finished its first season with a grand finale on 
Memorial Day weekend, commemorating the event with a spiritual 
victory theme! The program gears itself to correspond with the 
school year, so we took a much needed break during the summer. 
Following our first performance on Christmas Sunday of 1995, 

we performed once each month through the end of May, with the 
exception of sfanuary. It was a good and challenging year, and 

I'm most- grateful for the hard work of Tammy Paine and Juli Dick- 
son which saw us through. 


In September we kicked off our second season with a special 
evening of games for the kids and an information meeting for 
the parents. Our theme for the '96-'97 school year is "Running 
The Race" based on Heb. 12:1-7; 10-11. We have had two perfor- 
mances so far: first, a Sunday night program and Harvest Party 
entitled "Heroes Of The Faith", and second, we participated in 
the Christmas program "The Greatest Gift". 


The leadership team for this season has changed somewhat. We 
now have 5 women serving the Lord in this ministry, they are: 
Louise Bobay, cindy Braun, juli Dickson, Beth Wayt, and myself. 
These women have commited to meet with me weekly for an hour 
before rehersals for prayer, sharing, planning and support of 
this ministry. These times have helped develop a good team 
spirit, and generated a lot of good ideas! Pam Hunt has been 

a blessing with assisting us with costumes this year again also. 


The program continues to focus on music as an expression of 
worship and praise. "Performances" are our opportunities to 

lead others to worship our Lord, and to give public testimony 

to our faith and growth in Christ. We also incorporate Scripture 
memory, Bible teaching, prayer & share groups, and take home 
devotions in our weekly meetings. 


The group consists of approximately 30-35 potential kids involved 
(including some unchurched), between 3 years of age up to 5th 
grade. We usually run 20-25 kids each week. We hope to be able 

to separate the group this year into a younger choir of kids 

age 3-K, and another of lst-5th graders. This would greatly 
increase our effectiveness during rehersals and the impact and 
scope of the ministry. Please pray with us for this much needed 
change, and for all the adjustments and additional planning to go 
smoothly. 


I believe our costs are averaging between 500-600 dollars/year 
at this point. This covers music, printing, materials, supplies, 
etc.. We greatly appreciate the generosity and support of the 
church to make this ministry possible. You will continue to hear 
from us throughout the coming months as we finish our second 
season, for it is "From the lips of children and infants (that)

PIONEER CLUB 


Since our first meeting on Oct. 2, 1996, Pioneer Clubs has really taken off! On 
that evening we had 15 children and 7 adults. Our guides have been very successful at 
ensuring all the kids have a good time and absences are few. In fact, we have not had any 
adult absences since we began. Our average attendance (after 10 meetings) is 24.2 
children. This average does not include our first Pal Party, in which adults got to know 
the kids they'd be praying for and encouraging throughout the year. 

Our expenditures have been heavy as we've had to purchase many things to start us 
off. We have spent nearly $700 on manuals, uniforms, materials and awards. Most of the 
manuals are used by the club member for at least 2 years, many times for 3 years. Parents 
have begun to reimburse us for the uniforms. Our "shares" total nearly $55 and we are 
aware that some individuals have contributed to Pioneer Clubs in addition to that amount. 

It is very hard to evaluate the spiritual impact a children's program is having. We 
have confidence in the Bible-based curriculum and can see that most of the children are 
memorizing at least some of the required scripture. They are obviously having fun, and 
many invite their friends, most of whom have also become regulars. The adults are taking 
the time and effort to do a great job, which communicates the love they have for the 
children they're teaching. We can't underestimate the power of the prayer and the contact 
of the PALS with the children, either. Based on what we can see on the outside, Pioneer 
Clubs is very successful at Auburn Alliance Church. 


As coordinator, my goals for the coming year are as follows: 
follow-up unchurched visitors consistently. 
use of Pioneer Clubs as an outreach tool. 
PALs for each club member 
(maybe?) a contingent from Auburn Alliance Pioneer Clubs at a Summer 
camp. 
training sessions before the beginning of the next school year. 


Projected Budget: $750 -1000 (We can spend as much as we get, but we can 
economize on some things. It will be very helpful to know up front :

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Pastor's Report for 1997 


1997 was a year of busy activity at Auburn Alliance Church! In the many reports contained in this 
packet you can read the details of the various ministries that served the Lord throughout the year. 
How | praise God for the many servants who give of their time and efforts week in and week out to 
minister in Jesus' name. The Kingdom of God grows in such ways as a Sunday School teacher 
helping their students memorize Bible verses; a Youth leader listening to a teen's concern; a 
musician practicing throughout the week for worship on Sunday; a children's worker laughing with 
a child and by that letting them know that there's an adult who loves God and who loves them too. 


1997 saw our community growth on the continued increase. We observed the completion and 
then the beginning of the occupation of the 108 apartments next door to the church building. At the 
end of the year we saw the ground being prepared of another 108 apartments to be constructed in 
the coming year. We had an outreach to them by mail and by visit. Our outreach as a church 
increased with the beginning of "Evangelism Explosion" in January. Many teams were taught and 
trained and we had many pray to receive Christ throughout the year. The challenge has been to 
help the new converts become a part of the church body. Our outreach continued with our second 
annual booth at the county fair. This year we had over 500 sports cups given out, by way of 
sharing the Gospel with the takers. 


Our Vacation Bible School week was a success. The end of the week featured our second annual 
picnic and fair. Around 200 people came and enjoyed the finale. Many thanks to those who 
worked so hard to bring it about. Many of our people also enjoyed the Lay Ministry Seminar with 
John Maxwell. One group saw him on video tape and the other live in Fort Wayne. What a 
dynamic man he is. The teaching he gives is relevant and practical. During the year we 
emphasized prayer in a serious way by teaching and practicing some fasting. We had a significant 
Sunday with the International Day of Prayer for the Persecuted Church. Our fellowship was 
immeasurably blessed by the attendance of Abdallah Hawatmeh of the Kingdom of Jordan. His 
faith and ministry inspired every one of us. Other important events are in the reports that follow. 


An interesting development occurred when we discovered that many of the trusses located over 
the sanctuary were severely defective and damaged. It necessitated a move from the room and 
our conducting services in the smaller Simpson Room for two Sundays. Repairs were made that 
fixed the problem, at no cost to the church. Extensive remodeling will also.be taking place for the 
cost of our insurance deductible ($250) worth over $8,000. God is the one who can take a deficit 
and turn it into a blessing. Please see my Statistical Report for detailed information. 


As we face a new year "May the God of hope fill you with all joy and peace as you trust in him, so 
that you may overflow with hope by the power of the Holy Spirit" (Romans 15:13).

Our 1997 Missions Conference was once again held in March, with the theme "You are Witnesses 
to all Peoples". We hosted our Alliance Missionaries Karen Fitch (Gabon, Africa) and Judy 
Renshaw (Ecuador, South America). In addition, for the first time we included other missionaries 
to increase the effectiveness of the conference. Samuel Naaman (Chicago MuslinVHindu ministry) 
and the Dan and Jennifer McClary family (Wycliffe Bible Translator candidates for Ethiopia) joined 
in as well. Our Workshop format for Sunday night was extremely beneficial and will most likely be 
a feature of our Missions Conferences in years to come. Unforgettable will be the moment when 
Samuel Naaman shared in his message that his ministry is addressing the needs of over 400,000 
Muslims and Hindus in the Chicago area. His “South Asian Friendship Center" is a 
groundbreaking ministry to reach out to these people. Praise God that we have a part in reaching 
these people for Jesus Christ through our greater awareness because of Samuel and our giving to 
his important work. 


We continued to view on a monthly basis segments of the professionally done (and inspirational) 
Alliance Video Magazine. Featured on one of the videos was our church's very own “adopted 
people group" the Gana people of Mali, Africa. How moving it was to see the tangible results of our 
praying for the Gospel of Jesus Christ to reap a harvest in that lost part of our world! 


Auburn Alliance is experiencing a deepening of the burden of missions by our participation in the 
Worldwide Witness Fund. This fund's sole purpose is to generate money so that people from our 
congregation can go to the mission field firsthand. Since the beginning in 1996, we have helped to 
send the Andersons to Taiwan, Scott Pankop to Mexico and most recently, Pam Scranton to 
Columbia, South America. As the year ended we were seeing the WWF gear up to send three of 
our guys to Indonesia. Praise God for the generosity of the people in this church and for what He 
is doing by our going to the ripened fields to catch a glimpse of His work!! 


Total giving toward Missions from our church reached $21,000 in 1997. This is ten thousand less 
than in 1996, but the year did entail the church's paying off the remaining $38,000 of our debt by 
December. May 1998 see our missions giving, praying and going all increase!

1997 was a year of growth in our library, in spite of our librarians’ 
inability to “keep up” with cataloguing and organizing our books. 

In 1997 our library grew by 56 newly purchased books & uncounted 
valuable donations to nearly 1,300 books. We also purchased 4 video tapes 
and 5 audio tapes. Circulation is greatest with children’s books, therefore 
look to see more additions in this category. Second highest circulation was 
in adult fiction, with non-fiction books dealing with family coming in third. 
A very small percentage of our church family’s adults use the library (in 
spite of our doughnuts & coffee promotion!), and we would urge you to 
check out all we have. For the size of our church, we have an excellent 
selection of books, books on tape, and video tapes.

If there are individuals who are willing to help or 
even take over this ministry and give it what it deserves, we would be 
appreciative and be willing to help in whatever way possible.

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Christian Education Report '97 


An adequate Christian Education Department has sufficient staff and 
groups to provide a good ministry to each individual person enrolled. | feel that 
our classes and programs have a proper ratio of teacher to students for each 
age group. Our classes, at Auburn Alliance Church, are organized by 
appropriate ages or interests. The staff at our church has been, and are being 
recruited by means of prayer, invitation, challenge, and training. All of our staff 
offer a wide variety of training and a methods and paces to fit their need and 
situation. They also have a good understanding of their age groups and how 
best to teach them. All of our staff have upgraded their teaching abilities by 
having ongoing training. In fact, this was our first year of Footsteps, and we 
already have several Master Teachers. Footsteps is a program that encourages 
training throughout the year. This year we have had twelve training sessions for 
Footsteps credit. These have included: Curriculum Development, How to Lead 
a Child to Christ, Three Rivers Sunday School Convention, and a presentation 
by Gospel Light's Terry Platt, as well as specialized training for our individual 
programs. If you observe the staff in operation you would see that they are not 
just trying to get by but that they are striving for excellence in their respective 
assignments. A casual observation of everyone involved in the Christian 
Education progam reveals a sense of enthusiasm toward the pupils and the 
program. 

Our Christian Education department offers a sufficient variety of 
programming so that each person will find a happy place to study God's Word. 
Our adult Sunday school department offers more than one Sunday School class 
to better meet your needs. We feel that we have a staff that works hard to 
develop and maintain a sense of spiritual excellence. For children we have the 
structured learning of Sunday School, learning, praising & sharing as a part of 
Kids' Choir, and Christian life skills in Pioneer Clubs. We also reach out to 
children with our annual VBS. For our Youth we have opportunities for growth & 
fellowship several times a week. If there are individuals of any age who want 
more resources, we also have a library available to all.
